P A R N E L L IN IR E L A N D . 


T h e L e a d e r W elco m ed l»y th e C itizen s o f 
D u b lin , 
Dublin, December lo th .-P a rn e ll arrived at 
Kingstown early this m orning 
A body gourd 
ol 2C0 supporters of Parnell in the leadership, a 
com m ittee aud other deputations from Dublin 
were on the pier to receive him . Dr. Fitzger­ 
ald, Mr. Leamy, Henry H arrm gtou and Edward 
Harrington were the first m em bers ot Parnell’s 
¡«arty to leave the steam er. They were loudly 
cheered. 
Timothy Healy, Maurice Healy and Kenny, 
opponents oí Parnell, traveled on the same boat. 
As they cam e ashore they were subjected to 
hostile dem onstrations oy the crowd while 
there were shouts for Parnell, m ingled w iih 
cheers for Mrs. O' shea. 
Parnell was mst to quit the boat. 
As he pro­ 
ceeded to the train tne crowd became en th u ­ 
siastic in its dem onstrations and he was cheered 
again and again. 
A num ber of addresses was presented to him in 
reply to which he expressed thanks ior the wel­ 
come. He said he did not fear the result of the 
fight. 
H enever led the Irish parly wrong iu ihe 
past and he would not in the future. 
The train then pulled out and alter a short 
run arrived at Dublin, where a large crowd as­ 
sembled. As soon as the train stopped iim othy 
Healy hurriedly descended Irom the conch, en­ 
tered a cab and drove away. 
He was reeog- 
Hizsd by the crowd, however, before he reached 
the cab, and was g.eeted with groans aud 
shouts of “Chief Justice H ealy:'' 
th e crowd 
was so dense that Parnell with" difficulty m ade 
his way through. He finally reached a cab and 
entered it with Joseph Kenny. 
The crowd su r­ 
rounded the cab, unharnessed the horse aud 
drew him through the streets uutil they readied 
Kqpny’s house. As tne cab rolled along the 
streets the crowd followed tinging “God Save 
Ireland." The pace was quick and g»ve acdve 
exercise to the d zen stalw art policemen who 
followed. Upon the arrival at K enny's house 
Parnell m ade a Drief speech to the crowd. 


“ C N IT E D IK E L A N D ’’ C H A N G ES PO LIC Y . 


D u b l i n , December 
10th.—The 
newspaper 
Lnited Ireland, got into trouble through its per­ 
sistent advocacy of the retirem ent ol Parnell, 
who is one ot the Directors of the com pany 
owniDg the paper. Acting in that capacity, 
Parnell to-day seized the paper, stopped the 
issue of the current edition, and ejected the 
acting editor, Bodkin. 
Parnell's agent took 
possession of the paper. When Bodkin entered 
the office he found Parnell in possession. Par­ 
nell, iu presence of three Directors, read the 
articles of association under which the com­ 
pany was organized, aud then ordered the 
Sheri IT to eject Bodkin. The latter m ade an in ­ 
effectual resi.tauce. A desperate row occurred 
in the down- stairs office between the Sheriffs 
officers and the sub-editors. Sticks an.l stools 
were used, and the air was filled with living 
missiles. Finally, after a sharp, fierce struggle 
the sub-editors were put out ol Hie build ng. 
’ 
The news of the seizure created great ex ite- 
m ent, and a mob surrounded the office. 
Parnell later addressed the staff, the mem bers 
of which promised to serve him during the re­ 
m ainder of the crisis. 
Parnell placed Leamy in charge ol the paper 
Tim othy Healy was at the office of the Na­ 
tional League w hen the paper was seized 
I ruled Inland w ill reappear o-morrow. but Its 
policy will be changed. Henceforth it is to be 
a Parnellile orgau.

London, December loth.—The anti-I’arnell 
m em bers of the Irish Parliam entary | arty lisve 
issued a m anifesto to the Irish people. In this 
they say, in part. "Parnell, disregarding our ap­ 
peals to rem em ber the country, evinced an ill- 
judged determ ination to m aintain his unten­ 
able position, thus threatening to plunge Ire­ 
land into a conflict which mav overwhelm her 
aud cause her I resent fair prospects to disap 
pear forever. It is the dnty of irishm en now, 
irrespective of all consideration of feelings 
either lor Parnell or those against him , to adopt 
a course that w ill tend to save Ireland from 
destruction." 
The signers enum erate f.t length the reasons 
for their action. 
They specify the charges 
against Parnell as follows: ‘ 
First—He speaks rs if he was the injured 
party, whereas he alone is responsible for the 
present deplorable situation. 
Second—He pledged nim self to repel the 
charges in connection w ith the O'Shea ease, 
but when the time came he rem ained silent. 
T hird—He does not hesitate to renounce and 
denounce the m ultitudes o! English friends of 
Irish liberty as Ecg i*h wolves. 
Fourth—The English wolves aud Irish bishops 
express the same opinion ol Parnell, and he can 
not m end m atters by calling nicknam es. If 
Parnell is re-elected the Tory Government w ill 
resume power, coercion will receive a new 
lease, and the straggle for home raic will be 
lost to the living generation. The final question 
for the Irish nation Ls to "lose all for Parnell or 
win all without him .'' 
The signers refuse to abandon Gladstone for 
Parnell, or to insist on the Libera! leader re­ 
vealing his plans for home rule, which action, 
tiiey say, would be to foolishly give advantage 
to Irelan d ’s foes. They refuse to believe Glad­ 
stone desired to dictate. 
He was bound to duo-

T h e L e a d e r W elco m ed l>y th e C itizens o f 
D u b lin , 
bi'Bi.ix, December 10th.—Parnell arrived at 
Kingstown early this m orning 
A body guard 
ol 210 supporters of Parnell in the icudtrship, a 
committee aud other deputations from Dublin 
were on the pier to receive him . Dr. Fitzger­ 
ald, Mr. Leamy, Heury H arriugtou aud Edward 
H arrington were the first mem bers ul Parueli’s 
party to leave the steam er. They were loudly 
cheered. 
Tim othy Healy, Maurice Heaiv and Kenny, 
opponents of Parnell, traveled onthe same boat. 
As they cam e ashore they were subjecttd to 
hosiile dem onstrations ov the crowd while 
there were shouts for Parnell, m ingled w ith 
cheers for Mrs. O'chea. 
Parnell was last to quit the boat. 
As he pro­ 
ceeded to the train tne crowd became enthu- 
m as tie in its dem cnstia'.iocs and he was cheered 
again aud again. 
A num ber of addresses was presented to him , in 
reply to which he expressed thanks ior the wel­ 
come. He said he did not fear the result of the 
fight. 
IleL ever led the Irish party wrong iu the 
past and he would not iu the future. 
The train then pulled out and alter a short 
run arrived at Dublin, where a large crowd as­ 
sembled. As soon as the train stopped lim othv 
Healy hurriedly descended from the coach en­ 
tered a cab aud drove away. 
He was recog- 
Bizsd by the crowd, however, before he reached 
the cab, and was greeted with groans and 
shouts of "C hief Justice Healy 1'' (the crowd 
was so dense th at Parnell with difficulty m ade 
his way through. He finally reached a cab and 
entered it w ith Joseph Kenny. 
The crowd sur­ 
rounded the cab, unharnessed the horse aud 
drew him through the streets until they readied 
Kqpuy s house. As tne cab roiled aloug the 
streets the crowd followed singing "God Save 
Ireland." The pace was quick and gave acdve 
exercise to the d zen stalw art p o liom en who 
followed. Upon the arrival at K enny's house 
Parnell m ade a brief speech to the crowd. 
"UNITED IRELAND" CHANOES POLICY. 
D u b l in , December 
10th.—The 
newspaper 
t mtcd Ireland, got into trouble through its per­ 
sistent advocacy of the retirem ent ot F am ed 
who is one ot the Directors of the com pany 
owning the paper. Acting in that capacity, 
Parnell to-day seized the paper, stopped the 
issue of the current edition, and ejected the 
acting editor, Bodkin. 
Parnell's agent took 
possession of the paper. When Bodkin entered 
the office he <ound Parnell iu possession. Par­ 
nell, in presence ot three Directors, read the 
articles ot association under which the com­ 
pany was organized, and then ordered the 
Sheriff to eject Bodkin. The latter m ade an in ­ 
effectual resi.tance. A desperate row occurred 
in the down- stairs office between the SheritFs 
officers and the sub-editors. Slicks aud stools 
were used, and the air was filled with living 
missiles. Finally, after a sharp, fierce struggle- 
the sub editors were put out ot the build ng. 
’ 
Tbe news of the seizure created great ex ite- 
m ent, and a mob surrounded the office. 
Parnell later addressed the staff, the m em bers 
of w hich promised to serve him during the re­ 
m ainder of the crisis. 
Parnell placed Leamy in charge oi the paper 
Tim othy Healy was at the office of the Na­ 
tional League when the paper was seized. 
I ntlcd Ireland w ill reappear o-morrow, but its 
l>olicy will be changed.

On the streets to-day a hostile crowd th reat­ 
ened Healy, who was compelled to seek protec­ 
tion from the police.

OFFICE RECAITUP.Et). 
D ublin, December 10th, (M iduight.)—Late to­ 
night a strong party of Parnell's opponents 
m ade a descent upon and recaptured the office 
of United Ireland. 
The invaderB destroyed all 
the "leaders" w hich had been prepared bv 
Leamv, who was installed as editor to-day by 
Parnell, aud turned ail the mal ter they fouud 
set up into the fire. Then they to k possession 
of the ledgers and other books aud docum ents 
belonging to the concern. All this was done iu 
the uam e of WiJliam O'Brien, a strong posse

We beg you to m ake a sacrifice which, 
more even than your past services, w ill endear 
you ior all tim e to every lover of Ireland." 


ANTI PARNELLITE MANIFESTO. 
L o n d o n , December 10th.—The anti-Parnell 
m em bers of the Irish Parliam entary j arty hsve 
issued a m anifesto to the Irish people. In this 
they say, in part. "Parnell, disregarding our ap­ 
peals 10 rem em ber the country, evinced an ill- 
judged determ ination to m aintain Iris unten­ 
able position, thus threatening to plunge Ire­ 
land into a cocflict w hich m av overwhelm her 
and cause her y resent fair prospects to disap­ 
pear forever. It is the dutv of irishm en now, 
irrespective of all consideration of feelings 
either tor Parnell or those against him , to adopt 
a course that w ill tend to save Ireland from 
destruction." 
The signers enum erate at length the reasons 
for their action. 
Tliev specify* the charges 
against Parnell as follows: ' 
First—He speaks as if he was the injured 
parly, whereas he alone is responsible for the 
present deplorable situation. 
Second—He pledged him self 
to repel the 
charges in connection w ith the O'Shea case, 
but when the tim e came he rem ained silent. 
Third—He does not hesitate to renounce and 
denounce the m ultitudes o! English friends of 
Irish liberty as Eng i»h wolves. 
Fourth—The English wolves aud Irish bishops 
express the same opinion ot Parnell, and he can 
not m end m atters by calling nicknam es. If 
Parnell is re-elected the Tory Government will 
resum e power, coercion will receive a new 
lease, and the struggle for hom e rule w ill be 
lost to the living generation. The final question 
for the Irish nation is to "lose all for Parnell or 
win all w ithout him ." 
The signers refuse to abandon Gladstone for 
P arnell, or to insist on the L iteral leader re­ 
vealing his plans lor hom e rule, which action, 
they say, would be to foolishly give advantage 
to Ireland's foes. They refase lo believe Glad­ 
stone desired to dictate. 
He was bound to n u v 
lish his conviction that the retention of Parueil 
in the leadership would wreck hom e rule. 
The signers offered Parnell an opportm itv of 
tem porary retirem ent, with a view to eventual 
reinstatem ent, but it never gav- the faintest 
cbauce of a settlem ent.

RUSSIA. 


M e etin g o f In flu e n tia l P e rso n s to Con­ 
sid e r T h e ir C ondition* 
L o n d o n , December 10th.—A m eeting of in­ 
fluential persons was held iu G uildhall to-dav 
10 consider the condition of the Jews in Russia, 
and take action to secure some alleviation of 
their distress. The Lord Mayor presided. A 
telegram irom the Archbishop of Canterbury 
was read, iu which he expressed the hope that 
a resolution wouid be adorned that would con­ 
vey to the Governm ent of Russia an earnest 
prayer for the im m ediate reconsideration ot the 
regulations affecting the Jews. The Duke of 
Argyle seut a letter expressing sym pathy. The 
Duke of W estminster moved the adoption of the 
resolution, declaring th at the renewed suffer­ 
ings of the Jews in Russia from the operation of 
the severe and exceptional edicts against them , 
and the disabilities p accd upon them are deeply- 
deplored, und that in this last decade of the 
nineteenth century religious liberty is- a princi­ 
ple which should be recognized by every Chris­ 
tian com m unity as among the uatural hum an 
rights.

that the slight advance made by silver 
iu anticipation of the effectiveness of the 
legislation threw §4,500,000 of these low- 
grade ores into the smelters.

silver-producing regions of the world are 
taken 
into consideration, the unmistaka­ 
ble indication is that if silver were to go 
to 1 20.29, the parity with gold, the 
world’s production of the metal would be 
practically doubled. 


As heretofore indicated, the theory of 
the silver hill was that the Government 
of the U nited States should buy the sur­ 
plus annual product of the metal, thus 
practically cornering silver to such an 
extent as to restore its former parity with 
gold. 
It is now perfectly apparent that 
to do so would he to create a new surplus 
equal to the old. 
The Government’s at­ 
tempt, therefore, to purchase 54,000,000 
ounces of silver per annum on the theory 
that this would wipe up the 
surplus 
proves in practice to create a new surplus 
equal 
to the 
54,000,000 
ounces 
pur­ 
chased. 
Thus in the second or third year 
after the experim ent goes into operation 
it would 
lie necessary to buy 108,000,000 
o inces per annum, with* the reasonable 
probability tiiat the world’s product can 
really reach 200,000,000 ounces per an­ 
num if only there is inducement enough 
in the way of price.

Hundreds of mines which cannot be profit­ 
ably worked at the present price of silver,

The consumers of our country constitute 
nine-tenths of the people of the nation, 
and their interest is therefore the highest 
and best interest of the nation. 
T he artis­ 
ans assumed to be protected by the Mc­ 
K inley bill are all consumers; everything 
that they consume is subjected to the in­ 
crease of cost the impost imposes. 
As 
they being to comprehend this truth they 
understand why the purchasing power of 
their dollar declines, which, uuder true 
reciprocity, would retain its full vigor. 
Three-fourths of the people belong to 
the non-protected classes under the Mc­ 
K inley bill, and are taxed by that bill for 
the benefit of the protected class. But the 
farmer has little or no protection. 
He 
goes to ti e markets of the world on equal 
terms with England, France, Russia and 
Australia; he sells at the free-trade price, 
he buys his supplies as the protected class 
dictates, and hence pays a bonus on what 
he consumes, with no adequate return for 
his sacrifice. 
Or in other words the agricultural in­ 
dustries of our country are suffering and 
therefore we have the Alliance and sim i­ 
lar agencies rushing with nervous, but de­ 
termined force, toward restoration of the 
purchasing power of the dollars of the ag­ 
riculturist. 
The assault is, as a matter 
of course, upon the policy, no matter 
whence it emanates, that protects only the 
manufacturer and merchandise and mat­ 
ters and things in which rings and combi­ 
nations have an interest, and which sooner 
or later reduces the purchasing power of 
the unprotected classes. 
This has happened in the U nited States. 
The farmer is too poor to buy the products 
of Am etican m ills and manufacturers, and 
the scale of prices on the products of the 
U nited States do not admit of export. 
It 
is the office of the reciprocity policy to 
correct this injustice.

THS BOYCOTT CASK. 


VOLUMINOUS ARGUMENTS 
BY 
ATTORNEYS ON BOTH SIDES. 
THE 


T echnicalities Kaised by the Defense 
O verruled by the C oart—Testl- 
m ooy Being Taken* 


The cases of G. W. McKay, S. E Car­ 
rington, C. M. Harrison, W. W. Cuthbert, 
J. D. Laiug, G. W. McMiilin and T. A. 
Cody, cited to show canse why they should 
not be punished for contempt of Court, in 
having, it is alleged, violated the injunction 
recently issued in the ‘ boycott” case, was 
resumed before Judges Armstrong and 
Buckles yesterday forenoon. 
As soon as the Court convened, the 
Judges announced their decision on the 
technical objections submitted to them Tues­ 
day evening by counsel for the defense. 
The decision overruled the objections. 
Ex-Judge Maguire, of counsel for the de­ 
fense, then moved for a jury trial. This 
was also overruled. 
It was then ordered that the charge 
against the defendant, C. M. Harrison, be 
dismissed, as his name did not appear on 
the original papers. 
Judge Maguire then made a formal ob­ 
jection to theserviceof the injunction. He 
said that according to the record the in­ 
junction or restraining order in question 
was granted after the issuance of summons, 
upon the original complaint, and further 
thai to the copy of the complaint served on 
defendants with the order there was no 
verification attached. This he said made 
the injunction void. 
Grove L. Johnson, Judge Maguire’s asso­ 
ciate, cited authorities in support of the po­ 
sition taken by the defense, and narticu- 
ularly from the Code of Civil Procedure, 
which provides that ‘ the injunction may 
be granted at the time of issuing the sum­ 
mons upon the complaint, and at any time 
afterwards, before judgment, upon affi­ 
davits.” 
Ex Judge Denson, counsel for James Mc- 
Clatchy J: Co, heid that it was now too 
late to biing up the objection made by the 
defense. They wtre now before the Court, 
and the case must go ahead. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
In the afternoon Judge Denson cited au­ 
thorities to substantiate the position he had 
taken. He called attention to the decision 
of the Supreme Court in the case of the 
Golden Gate Mining Company vs. Superior 
Court, in which the Court held that the 
person enjoined had received actual notice, 
although the injunction had not been 
served. Persons are bound by the injunc­ 
tion, even though the injunction is not 
served—-in other words, it made no differ­ 
ence, it is the order that is violated, if there 
is any violation, and not the process. 
Attorney Maguire, in reply, held that the 
decision cited did not affect' the rule laid 
down in the statutes. The statute speaks 
for itself, and especially prescribes the pro­ 
cees to be followed. In the case cited by 
counsel for the other elde the decision re­ 
ferred to a person who was the agent of the 
incorporation enjoined. It was the incor­ 
poration that had been enjoined, and its 
agent was presumed to abide by that in­ 
junction without service. But service was 
absolutely necessary in the case of the en­ 
joined party. 
“\\ eil, then,” asked Judge Buckles, 
‘‘what does the Supreme Court mean when 
it says that no order is necessary ?” 
“It does not say so,” replied Mr. Maguire. 
“In the case cited the order was made. The 
corporation enjoined was served with the 
injunction, and the respondent was a serv­ 
ant of that corporation. There is the dis­ 
tinction. Service had been properly made 
on the enjoined corporation, and the Court 
only hela that it was not necessary to serve 
the agent, too.” 
After a lengthv debate, in which Messrs. 
Maguire, Johnson and Denson participated, 
the Court decided that the objection of the 
defense was not good. It was held that the 
defendants bad received actual notice and 
that was sufficient. 
The Court was then directed to the ob­ 
jection of the defense iu regard to the va­ 
lidity of the injunction itself—it having 
been served alter the summons had been 
issued. The Court intimated that argu­ 
ment on the matter would be listened to, 
and attorney Johnson took the floor. After 
giving the dates on which the various or­ 
ders and papers were issued in the case, 
showing that the injunction had been 
issued fifteen days prior to the summons, 
Mr. Johnson argued tha' under the pro­ 
visions of the statutes there was now really 
no injunction and no restraining order. It 
was dead, and the Court had no power to 
bring it back to life. The order that stands 
now, he said, is not the order that was 
served upon the defendants, and they had 
no knowledge of any other order having 
be n served with it. 
Judge Buckles —“Do you claim, Mr. 
Johnson, that this injunction is void, or 
only voidable ?” 
Mr. Johnson—“It’s absolutely null and 
void. Tne Court had no more right to 
hold the defendants under it, than it 
would have to adjudge the publishers of 
the R ecord U n io n guilty of contempt, for 
printing to day s proceedings in this case, 
without giving them a hearing.” 
After some further argument by Mr. 
Johnson in the same line, the Judges 
stopped him and held a lengthy consulta­ 
tion. The Judges evidently did not agree, 
as Mr. Johnson was instructed to proceed 
with his argument. 
After Mr. Johnson had concluded, at­ 
torney Denson argued against the point 
raised by the defense. He maintained that 
it was too late, and even if it were not, 
the motion would be au improper one. 
The only point that could be made out of 
Mr. Johnson’s argument, he said, was that 
the Court had erred. In that case it should 
be brought up in the shape of an appeal. 
Mr. Denson cited authorities in support of 
bis argument, and occupied considerable 
time. 
When he bad concluded, the Court 
rendered a decision overruling the objec­ 
tion. In giving tbe decision Judge Buck­ 
les said: I do not agree with Judge Arm­ 
strong. I believe that the position taken 
by defendants' counsel is correct. But here 
is the injunction, and tbe parties cited are 
here now for violating the order. So the 
objection will be overruled." 
Attorney Johnson protested that the 
Court had decided upon tbe point without 
giving him an opportunity to reply to 
Judge Denson, but the Court was not dis­ 
posed to go back on its decision. 
The next move of tbe defense was to de­ 
mand a copy of the affidavit on which the 
order which brought the defendants into 
Court had been based. Attorney Johnson 
said no such copy had been received by the 
defendants nor their attorneys. 
Judge Armstrong said it wa3 not neces­ 
sary to furnish the copies. 
The defense took an exception to the 
ruling, as they did to nearly all of the 
Court’s rulings. 
The Court then ordeted both sides to 
proceed with the case proper, the techni­ 
calities having al! been disposed of appar­ 
ently. 
Mr. Denson began by offering in testi­ 
mony the original complaint and other 
documents in the case, to which the de­ 
fense objected and was overruled. These 
included the affidavits of V. S. McClatchy, 
on which the order to show cause was 
based, and the order itself. 
School Director-elect C. M. Harrison, who 
is a prominent member of the Typographi­ 
cal UnioD. was then called to the witness 
stand. 
The examination of the witness was very 
slow on account of the frequent argu­ 
ments that arose over objections raised by 
the defense. 
In answer to questions by Mr. Denson 
Mr. Harrison stated that to the best 
of his knowledge, S. E. CarringtcD and 
G. W. McKay were not members of the 
Typographical Union, bat W. W. Cuthbert, 
J. D. Laing, F. A. Cody and George C. Me 
Millin were members. The witness told 
who were members of various committees, 
as far as he knew, in the Typographical 
Union, and what tbeir duties were. He 
stated that he had seen a paper, which was 
in tbe shape of an agreement, signed by 
various business men. who promised to 
withdraw their advertising from the Bee 
as soon as their contracts expire, unless the 
trouble between the trades unions and that 
paper is adjusted. He had had that paper 
in his hands, and had solicited signers. He 
did this of his own volition. 
The attorneys for the defense made 
formal objections to nearly all of the qnes 
tions asked by Mr. Denson, and in each 
case were overruled. Exceptions were 
taken to the rulings. 
A recess was taken until 7:30 p. m. 
evening session. 
In the eveniDg Mr. Harrison resumed 
bis testimony in reply to questions from 
attorney Denson. 
The witness said he did not know if any 


with reference to the printing of the paper 
known as the Trades Union. That paper is 
at present being primed by John T. Barry, 
and was formerly primed by S. E. Carring­ 
ton, one of the defendants. The Trades 
Union was, witness beiieved, published by 
authority of the Typographical Union. 
Witness distributed some of these papers 
himself and also hired a boy to assist him. 
At this point attorney Johnson called 
tbe attention of the Court to the fact that 
Mr. Harrison, the witness, was cited to ap­ 
pear on the 13:h instant, with others, to 
answer another charge of contempt. Tuere- 
fore, the attorney claimed, the witness 
could not be compelled to answer questions 
which might tend to criminate himself. 
Mr. Hinkson. associate counsel for the 
defense, argued that this rule only ap­ 
plied in criminal esses, and not in cases 
like the one on hearing. 
The Court ruled that Mr. Denson could 
proceed with his examination, and that the 
witness must answer. 
Continuing, the witness stated that he 
was present at a meeting of the Typograph­ 
ical Union when a discussion was bad re­ 
garding the advisability of publishing the 
paper so as to pre-.ent to the people the 
other side of the “boycott” question. He 
did not think any conclusion was reached 
at that meeting. 
Mr. DeDson asked the witness if he was 
present at a meeting of the Typographical 
Union when an assessment was levied to 
assist in the boycott against the Bee. 
Mr. Johnson was becoming exasperated 
at being constantly overruled by the Court, 
and made a vigorous appeal that his ob­ 
jections be heeded. 
Judge Buckles pacified the attorney, 
however, by explaining that cases like tne 
one on hearing were somewhat out of the 
usual line, and the Court was desirous of 
getting ail the testimony possible, even 
though much of it be irrelevant and im­ 
proper. A great deal of testimony of this 
kind had been admitted, be said, over the 
objections of counsel for the defense, but 
he assured counsel that irrelevant testi­ 
mony would have no weight with the 
Couit in arriving at its conclusions. 
The Court overruled the objection and 
instructed the witness to answer. 
The witness then cut in an objection for 
himself. He said the Typographical 
Union was a secret society, and he was 
under obligations not to divulge any of the 
proceedings of tha: society. 
Another argument followed. 
Mr. Johnson held tha: the witness’ oath 
to his society should be respected just as 
much as if he were a Masen or au Odd 
Fellow. 
Judge Armstrong ruled that the witness 
must answer. He said that in judicial in­ 
vestigations the oaths of members of secret 
societies wore not to be respected. He re­ 
ferred to the Mollie Maguire troubles in 
Pennsylvania, in which the defendants 
were all members of a secret organization, 
yet they were compelled to testifv. If peo­ 
ple were permitted' in this manner to keep 
relevant testimony out of Court, the ends 
of justice would never be reached. 
1 he question was once more propounded 
to the witness, and his answer was "Xnere 
was no such assessment levied.” 
In answer to further questions the wit­ 
ness stated that on the last Sunday in Oc­ 
tober, an assessment was levied upon the 
members of the Typographical Union “for 
the purpose of assisting the iccked-out 
printers in their struggle with the Bee." 
Witness was not present at a meeting of 
the Union when the disbursing officers re­ 
ported how that assessment money had 
been expended. He did not know what 
was done with the money, neither had he 
heard any of the defendants say what was 
done with it. Witness was aware that per­ 
sons had been employed to assist in the 
boycott. 
Messrs. Garrison and Haiber 
were employed in that capacity, as well a3 
himself. Do not know of any other who 
were employed. 
Being referred back to the circulation of 
a written agreement amoDg the advertisers, 
Mr. Harrison said he turned it over to Mr. 
Cody, becsuse he considered that gentle­ 
man one of well-balanced intellect, and one 
whom he knew could be trusted the duty 
of truthfully representing to the business 
men tbe grievances of the printers against 
the Bee. He did not know if there were 
any duplicates of that agreement, nor did 
he know who wrote the agreement. Wit­ 
ness was paid by the Typographical Union 
for what assistance he rendered before the 
commencement of any injunction pro­ 
ceedings. He did not know whether or 
not others received compensation for simi­ 
lar work since the commencment of the 
legal proceedings. 
Adjourned until 9:30 o'clock this rnorn- 
ing. 
THE WEATHER. 
Sergeant Darwick Says we are Likely to 
Have a Storm . 
The Signal Service temperature at 5 a. m. 
and 5 p, m. yesterday was 34° and 42 °, 
while the highest and lowest was 44° and 
33°, with gentle northerly winds and a 
clouded sky. 
The highest and lowest temperature one 
year ago yesterday was 54° and 50°, with 
.22 of an inch of rain, and one year ago 
to-day it was 54° and 44°, with 50 of an 
inch of rain. 
The barometer yesterday read at 5 a. m. 
and 5 p. m. 30.21 and 30.11 inches, with a 
rapidly falling baromeler in Washington, 
and light rain being precipitated at Olym­ 
pia. Lieutenant Finley says another cy­

com: LETION OF A SIX HUNDRED-FOOT 
PLANXED ROADWAY. 


M em bers of the Board of Supervisors 
Visit and Inspect Mr. Derry's 
Elongated Bridge. 


Supervisors Ross, Greer, Bates and 
Black, and Supervisor-elect Miller, went 
out yesterday to inspect the new 600-yard 
bridge just constructed along the Hicks- 
ville grade, a short distance bevond the 
Cosmnnes river. At Elk Grove they were 
joined by Mr. Berry, the contractor and 
builder, and while they were at the bridge, 
Assemblyman-elect Gillis Doty put in an 
appearance. Supervisor Tebbets was to 
have been one of the party, but as the start 
was made at an early hour and the weather 
very fogey, cold and uninviting, the doc­ 
tor could not find a pair of forceps suffi­ 
ciently Etrong to pull himself from his 
comfortable couch. A R ecoed U n io n re­ 
porter wtnt along, to see that the other 
Supervisoral youths maintained their offi­ 
cial dignity when they got out among tbe 
country folks. They all did very well, ex­ 
cept Mr. Batís, who insisted on relating 
some cf bis early-day experiences as a 
cow peddler in the vicinity of Georgetown, 
El Dorado county, and other escapades. 
The bridge was found to be an excellent 
structure, one of the best in the county. 
The piles on which it rests are massive and 
are driven eight feet into the ground, and 
the joists on which the planking rests are 
proportionately heavy and strung. The 
bridge is wider than usual, and has sub­ 
stantial guard-rails on either side. It is 
admittedly a chesp piece of work, so far as 
the cost is concerned, the contract price 
being $2.199 for the entire structure. 
There seems to be some question, how­ 
ever, as to whether the work was done in 
accordance with the plans and specifica­ 
tions on which the bids were made. Some 
of the contractors, who were underbid by 
Mr. 3=rry, claim that the piers were to 
have been ten feet apart, whereas a foot­ 
note at the bottom of the sheet on wtiich 
the plans were drawn states that the vents 
shall not exceed twenty feet in length. 
The contract was let at the August ses­ 
sion of the Board of Supervisors, and the 
R ecoed U n io n's report of what transpired 
when the bids were considered wa3 as fol­ 
lows :

The same firm submitted plans of their own, 
with separate bids. 
On motion of Mr. Bates, the bids were referred 
to the Committee on Contracts 
One of the defeated contractors stated to the 
Board that he was satisfied the county was get­ 
ting good work at a figure so low that he was 
certain ttiere could be no job iu it. 
Berry & Co. were the lowest bidders. 
Mr Berry pointed out instances in which the 
specifications were wanting, and advised the 
Board to have better worn done than the plans 
and specifications called for. 
The matter was taken under advisement by 
the committee, whicn will to-day visit the 
locality aud determine what class of work 
should be done there. 
It will be seen that Berry & Co. were the 
lowest bidders by a very wide margin. 
George B Dean's bid was the next lowest, 
and that was $4 57 per lineal foot, with 20- 
foot spans, while Berrv's amounts to a 
fraction of a cent over $3 53 per lineal foot 
for the same style of structure. 
It wo Id appear from the above that 
tbe^e were bids submitted on the basis of 
20-foot spans, and the records of the Board 
shculd show the exact terms of all the 
bids. The Supervisors awarded the con­ 
tract, two days after opening tbe bids, and 
after viewing the locality, to Berry A Co., 
at $2.199 
There does not appear to be any question 
but that the work has been "well and 
cheaply done, the only issue being as to 
whether or not it was according to the ex­ 
press terms of the contract.
